Unless the redemption stamp is at- 
tached to the warrant each Thursday, 
the script automatically becomes non- 
negotiable and cannot be used. 

After fifty-two stamps have been 
affixed, each warrant is to be redeemed 
by the Administrator for its face value 
in real money. The balance of the re- 
demption fund, the 4 cents in the case 
of $1 warrants, is presumed to be ap- 
plied to cover administrative costs. 

The state, city, county and all other 
political subdivisions MUST accept 
these warrants in payment of taxes, 
licenses, fees or royalties. Furthermore, 
they must accept them for the pur- 
chase price of real or personal prop- 
erty, or for rents and services or for 
the payment of any other kind of debt 
or obligation.
